using the mails with intent to defraud. 

‘George A. Dice, United States postoffice 
inspector, in charge of the St. Louis office, 
says he has evidence that will show. that 
the men preyed upon the relatives of dead 
men for profit.

The American consuls at Beirut .::d Har- 
poot report, Minister Leishman cabled to- 
Gay, that, while the Americans in those 
places_are in danger of suffering from 
an uprising at any time, the situation was 
not as grave when the dispatches were sent 
as earlier reports indicate. 

Capt. Henry M. McCrea, in command of 
the gunboat Machias, cabled that he had 
finished coaling the ship and would sail 
at once from Genoa to Port Said. 

Admiral Cotton reported by cable that 
‘The Brooklyn and San Frangiaz) iad oar- 
rived at Genoa and begun coaling. 

Secretary of State Hay return to his 
desk in the state department this morn- 
ing. It was said that his coming at this 
time was not due to occurrences in Tur- 
key, but in accordance with arrangemenis 
made when he departed for Oyster Bay. 

He says that while uprising in the Turk- 
ish dominion- are rmgore or fess chronic, 
the present state of affairs assumes the 
proportions of an insurrection of consid- 
erable magnitude.

No Apparent Excuse 
for Haste Telegram. 


Even those who think the President 
treated the incident in a dignified and 
statesmaniike manner, admit that the or- 
der to go at once was of m avail and was 
altogether unnecessary. 

The excuse that it was issued under the 
impression that the admiral had sufficient 
coal to gu at once cannot be made. Ina 
few hours after Acting Secretary Darling 
sent the order to be prepared to sail, Ad- 
miral Cotton reported the condithon of his 
coal bunkers. What he said must have 
been known to the Persident, for the mes- 
sage contatning the information was made 
public as soon as it was received. .It is 
inconceivable that it was not sent to Oye- 
ter Bay before it was given to the news- 
papers.

Little Martin Huskay Suffered Terri- 
ble Agony Before the 
End Came. 


BITTEN FIVE WEEKS AGO 


It Was Thought That He Was in No 
Danger, but the Fatal Disease 
Came On Without Warning. 


Martin Huskay. 7 years old, died at the 
(itv Hospital at 8:15 o'clock last night 
from hydrovhobia. 

Five weeks ago the child was bitten by a 
dog that was being stoned in the alley 
back of his home. 116 South Sixteenth 
street, and, although the wound was imme- 
diately attended by a physician and the 
boy treated at the City Dispensary for 
seven days after the accident, hydrophobia, 
with all its dread symptoms of foaming at 
the mouth. the fear of water and conyul- 
sions horrible to witness, set in Saturday. 
The child died in great agony and wus con- 
scious almost to the last breath. 

The wound was a superficial one, a-mere 
scratch and with the prompt treatment it 
received gave the parents of the boy little 
causo for fear. 

Rver since the dog bit his son, however, 
the father, C. H. Huskay, had a premonit- 
tion that the boy would die. At night he 
would wake from dreams in which he had 
seen his boy mangled by street cars, or 
meeting death in some seyere way. 

The boy's wound healed readily and left 
no sacar. He seemed in perfect neaith un- 
til Thursday, when he began to complain 
of his throat. He was put to bed, but grew 
steadily worse until Saturday moring 
when he began to foam at the mouifh and 
show unmistakable signs of rabies. .He 
was inordinately thirsty, and, when he“irted 
to swallow, the water threw him into vio- 
lent convulsions. Then he was taken to 
the hospital, but it was tov lata. 


Had to Be Tied 
to His Cot 


When he reached the ward where te- 
tanus and other convulsive diseases are 
treated he was convulsive and had to 
be tied to the cot, but before the re- 
straining bands could be passed about 
his hands the convulsion stopped and he 
held out hig little hand to the nurse, 
sdying: “Here is the other one; tie

Martin's case in its hopelessness ex- 


cited such sympathy among the physi- 
eians that the nes celebrated authority 
on diseases of this nature was asked if 
he would not lend his aid in the en- 
deuvor to save the child.

Martin's father was with him in the 
afternoon and shortly before he died the 
little boy told the nurse that he was so 
sorry that bia father could not kiss him 
when he left, but on the nurse reassur- 
ing him that the doctor would not let 
his father kiss him the child turned over 
and tried to sleep.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Aug. 29.—Attor- 
ney-General Crow, acting on behalf of the 
state of Missouri, filed sult this afternoon 
in the Supreme Court to break up the 
terminal monopoly which has throttled the 
commerce of St. Louis since 1874, except 
for a brief space of three and a half years, 
while the Merchants’ Bridge and its ter- 
minals were independent. 

The proceeding is a quo warranto to an- 

nul the charters of the Terminal Railroad 
Association of St. Louis, the St. Louls 
Merchants’ Bridge Terminal Railway Co., 
and the Wiggins Ferry Co., the threa con- 
cerns forming the terminal combine. 
’ The suit is the result of the exposure of 
terminal conditions in St. Louis, made by 
the Post-Dispatch. The attorney general 
alleges that the combination of terminals 
is contrary to the state constitution and 
to the statutes of Missouri, which specifi- 
cally forbid consolidation of competing rall- 
road iines. The -various terminal lines 
controlled by the Terminal Association are 
alleged to be competing lines. 

I'nder the constitution he asks for a trial 
of the issues before a jury as any other 
civil suit ia tried. This means that the 
Supreme Court will designate a circuit 
judge in the state “before whom the hear- 
ing shall be conducted. 


The State Fights 
for the City. 


Attorney-General Crow's action is the 
latest development in the effort to stop tie 
encroachments of the terminal monopoly 
which began wherathe monopoly sought to 
secure further franchises from the city 
without paying for them. 

The franchises have, so far, not been se- 
cured. Three ordinances, known as the ele- 
vated loop, the subway and the Atlantic 
street bills, were introduced in the Muni- 
cipal Assembly. None 6f them has been 
passed, heavy compensation clauses having 
been attached to the elevated loop Dill, 
which ts the only one vet considered. They 
are now resting in committee in the Coun- 
cf. 

As a further result of the investigation 
of terminal conditions in the course of the 
opposition to the ordinances came action 
by the federal government, which has given 
the Merchants’ Bridge Co., a part of the 
monopoly, until Sept. 4 to show cause why 
4's bridge should not be forfeited as a pen- 
alty for violations of its charter. 

Charges against the monopoly were filed 
with the secretary of war by the Poat- 
Dispatch. They were followed by an im- 
mediate investigation of the terminal com- 
bine by Maj. Casey of the United States 
engineers, acting under instruction from 
the secretary of war. His report led to the 
order from the secretary of war calling 
on the Merchants’ Bridge Co. 

Tits action is taken under a clause of 
the Merchants’ bridge charter which for- 
bids its consolidation with any other bridge 
over the Mississippi river. 

Unless the bridge company can satisfy the 
war department that it is not consolidated 
with the Eads bridge or any other the 
bridge will be taken in possession by the 
government, thus effectively breaking the 
present tranesriver monopoly which the Ter. 
minal Association enjoys. 

Attorney-General Crow's guit is the most 
sweeping action that has yet been brought 
against the monopoly, and he Is confident 
that it will result in effectually break- 
ing the grasp in which St. Louls com- 
merce has been held for 39 years. In sup 
port of this belief he refers to the action 
which has been taken by the United States 
Supreme Court In similar cases. The court 
has held that the states have the absolute 
power to regulate railroads within their 
limits and to prevent their consolidation so 
long as there is no interference with inter- 
state commerce laws. The decision on this 
point was particularly clear in a suit which 
the state of Kentucky brought against the 
Loulaville & Nashville Railroad to pre- 
vents its consolidation with a competing 
line. The Supreme Court upheld the state's 
right and action. although the railroads 
made a stubborn opposition.

J. Pierpont Morgan of New York, whose 
company is the fiscal agent for the Ter- 
minal Association, will be a leading wit- 
ness. He will be asked particularly about 
the circular his company issued, boasting 
of the Terminal Association's monopoly of 
the St. Louis bridges and all the available 
entrances to &t. Louls. 

The petition in the qho warranto pre- 
ceeding contains 15,000 words. It is the 
result of an exhaustive study of the legal 
aspects of the terminal monopoly by At- 
torney-General Crow and his assistant, 
Sam B. Jeffries. 


History of the 
Monopoly Is Told, 


It gives a detailed account of the forma- 
tion of the present terminal monopoiry. 
which was begun actively in 1889 and was 
consummated in 1893, when the Merchants’ 
bridge, which had been built through the 
agency of the Merchants’ Exchange to 
compete with the Eads bridge, was ac- 
guired.

At this point the Terminal Railroad As- 
sociation of St. Louis, whose stock was 
owned by railroads entering 8t. Louis, was 
formed. It took over all the property 
which had been gathered into the hands of 
the Terminal Railroad of St. Louis. 

The next move was the requirement of 
the St. Louls Merchants’ Bridge :erminal 
Railway property, including the pnernetual 
lease on the Merchants’ bridge. This was 
effected in 1893 and since then the monopoly 
has been complete. 

Regarding the leasing of the Tunnel 
Railroad of St. Louis, the petition says:

TEXAS PROUD OF 
HIGH BIRTH RATE 


No Race Suicide There, as Statistics 
for the Month of July 
Show. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

DALLAS, Tex., Aug. 29.~There is no ev!- 
dence of “race suicide’ in Texas. If such 
& calamity is in store for this country, 
President Roosevelt and those who have 
been re-echoing his alarms lest the human 
family degenerate and disapper will have 
to cut Texas out of the doleful calcula- 
tions for a few centuries, at least. 

The showing made undef the first month's 
operation of the Texas vital statistics law 
proves this. The county clerks of coun- 
ties in every part of the state were asked 


for their returns for July. The reports 
mate of fourteen counties, show: Births, 
119; deaths, 603. ' 

It would be difficult to select fourteen 
counties in Texas that would be likely to 
furnish a more accurate average for the 
state. The ratio of the birth rate over the 
death rate is shown to be approximately 
two to one. 

"In only two of the 14 eounties-- 
Bexar, of which San Antonio is the county 
seat, and Jefferson, of which Beawmont 
is the county seat—did the deaths exceca 
the births. exar'’s report sloes not fairly

WASHINGTON, Aug. 29.—O. F. Cook, a 
botanist of the agricultural department, is 
preparing a bulieti: ruvver planting 
that will be Mines fl interesting to many Bt.

er. He will warn the thousands who 
have invested in Mexican and Central 
American companies that they need not ex- 
pect substantial returns. 

Mr. Cook has made a thorough, study of 
conditions in Mexico and Costa Rica, and 
has reached the conclusion that the plant 
does not require so much moisture as is 
represented, and for that reason many of 
of the plantations are laid out in territory 
where they cannot become productive.

The Princess Serge was Miss Whittler, 
and is the daughter of Gen. Whittier of 
Massachusetts.

The young prince has always been very 
democratic and an open admirer of Amer- 
ican independence and he has always 
wanted to start out to earn his own living 
since his family became deeply involved in 
debts.

She admitted having purchased medicine 
from Peterson, but denied it was arsenic.

LONDON, Aug. 29.—British Foreign Min- 
ister Lansdowne is universally condemned 
on the revelation in the report of the war 
commission of the unpreparedgess, bung- 
ling and general incompetence displayed 
at the outset of hostilities, when he was 

the war secretary. 

But no one will be punished, although 
the report constitutes the most damning 
indictment ever published against any de- 
partment, and it is well known that the 
worst is concealed. All the responsible per- 
sons have long since got rewards and dec- 
oration. 

But the gravest feature of the report is 
the general concensus of opinion among 
the commanders that the average British 
soldier is of a low physical and mental 
type. ‘ 

Gen. Kelly Kenny says: 

“His mental qualifications are not up to 
the general run of European soldiers.” 
xen. Bruce Hamilton testifies: “Our ref- 
ulars are not anything like so well edu- 
cated nor anything like so good as regards 
intelligence as the Boers or some colonial 
troops.”’ 

Lord Methuen thought it impossible to 
expect that Tommy Atkins “could have 
the cunning and shrewdness of the Dutch- 
men or colonials,’’ therefore, it is essential 
to resort to a more intelligent class of re- 
cruits.

Commercial Use of His System, Per- 
fected in All Details, Promised 
ut an Early Date.

NEW YORE, Aug. 29.—‘It will not be 
necessary in the future for Arctic explor- 
ers to die from starvation because they are 
lost from civilization,’”’ said Signor Marconi 
today to a Post-Dispatch correspondent. 

“By means of the wireless telegraph it 
will be very easy for an exploring party to 
keep in daily communication with their 
home people. Every Arctic expedition 
hereafter, probably, will be equipped with a 
wireless telegraphic outfit. ~ 

“Should an explorer be so fortunate as 
to reach the North Pole he can announce 
the fact at once to the civilized world. 

“If he is in need of supplies he can direct 
how these shal] be forwarded to him, and 
of what they shall consist. 

“All that applies to the Arctic explorer 
applies with equal truth to the explorer in 
the jungles of interior Africa and Australia. 

‘‘Had the wireless telegraph been invsnt- 
ed in Dr. Livingston’s time it would not 
have been necessary to send Henry : 
Stanley to find him. He would have been 
able to wire for help when he first fell a 
victim to the jungle fever. It is quite 
likely that future African explorers will 
consider a wireless telegraph equipment as 
necessary as a medicine chest. 

“J am in hope of perfecting my system of 
sending wireless messages commercially 
before long. Whether this will be in three 
months or a year, or longer, I do not care 
to say. In fact, I am not myself positive 
just when to fix that date. But it will 
not be very long. And I am of the opinion 
that the rate to the public will be lower 
than charged by the present companies. 

“As to the line between Ca®ada and Eng- 
land the rate will be 10 cents a word for 
businees messages and 5 cents a word for 
rress and government dispatches. 

“The changes which I have come to 
America to introduce in my wireless sys- 
tem are radical, and of great benefit. 

“The four new inventions that I have 
made, will make it imvossfble for any one 
to interfere with our messages. 

“T am of the opinion that we have now 
overcome every obstacle to the successful 
establishment of our svstem on a commer- 
cial basis that willprove of great value to 
the business and scientific world.”’

TRYING 10 REFORM

Takes to Heart the Lessons of the 
Humbert, Panama and Drey- 
fus Scandals. 


BETTER PAY FOR DEPUTIES 


Politicians Seem to Be Regarded as 
Peculiarly Subject to Temp- 
tation. 


(Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch.) 
(Jopyright, 1008, by the Press Publishing Co.) 


PARIS, Aug. 29.—While the echoes of the 
Humbert case are still numerous, and the 


reverberations of the Panama and South 
France railroad scandals have not died out, 
the Paris press and public are striving to 
find if good may not be extracted from 
evil. 

It is not questioned anywhere that the 
Humberts were abetted in the swindling, or 
at least protected afterward, by members 
of the chamber of deputies. So there comes 
acry for better compensation for the depu- 
ties. It is pointed out that $1800 a year is 
@ ridiculous salary for a man representing 
from 15,000 to 20,000 electors with expenses 
for correspondence, dinners and carriages, 
besides living expenses. The proposition 
under discussion now is to pay a deputy 
$4000 salary in order to remove the danger 
menacing a nation whose representatives 
may be tempted by their necessities to 
sacrifice their honor and endanger the 
public safety. 


Better Salaries 
Are Urged. 


The newspaper France says: ‘‘Raise the 
pay to 2,000 francs ($5000), and we would 
no Jonger have the spectacle of a creature 
like Arion, a notorious Panama bpriber, 
promenading the lobby of the chamber of 
deputies, indicating by his finger individ- 
ual deputies and remarking: ‘He cost 10,000 
francs ($2000), and that one 50,000 francs 
($10,000) ." 

“Napoleon the Great said: ‘Employ as 
few functionaries as possible and pay them 
well.’ ’’ 

Great interest is felt everywhere in this 
proposition, which carries with it a virtual 
admission of corruption among French 
politicians. 

Those whose names have been connected 
with the Humbert case are printing denials 
in the newspapers. Ex-President of the 
Chamber Pau! Deschal and President of the 
Republic Casimir-Perior, both write that 
they never associated with the family, 
never frequented Mme. Humbert’s house 
or box at the opera ard never were suitors 
for the hand of either of Mme. Hum- 
bert's sisters. 

Casimir-Perior admits that possibly he 
may have spoken to Frederick Humbert 
in the Chamber of Deputies. 

Minister of Justice Valle is likely to take 
action to pores’ cases before the courts 
being tried in the newspapers.

through the newspapers,

The Humberts’ only misfortune was that 
a similar group of men was not sufficiently 
compromised with them to play the role of 
fa! patriots for their protection. The 
Dreyfus trials led all to suppose that the 
most grotesque lies would be credited, but 
the trouble in this case was that the Hum- 
bert falsehoods did not wear a uniform like 
those of Esterhazy.”’

A feature of the renting business has 
been the demand for quarters in the busi- 
ness district, being principally from outside 
interests attracted to the city by the 
glamor of the Fair.

“Tt is likely there will be a large increase 
in sales of residence property during Sep- 
tember and October, as the number of 
Inquiries is daily growing, and the continu- 
ance of high rents will have a decided 
tendency to stimulate the demand.

JAKE WEBER CAME IN FIRST 


Frank Bell Got a Poor Ride From 
Shea, Who Was Outclassed by 
Sheehan.

Only one favorite out of six won at the 
closing day of the Kinloch meting yes- 
terday. That one was Jake Weber in the 
fifth race. His victory fully justified the 
action of Judge Murphy a few days ago 
in suspending Jockey Fogg. 

In the race which was won vake 
Weber, it was astonishing to see the large 
number of speculators that played Echo 
Dale to win. The track was gvod, if 
not fast, and the son of Faverdale had no 
chance whatever to win under such condl- 
tions. It has been frequently asserted and 
shown in the columns of this paper that 
Echo Dale can win only. on a heavy or 
slow track, and it is surprising how people 
will go directly against admitted facis, and 
place their money where the chances to 
win are of an infinitesimal character. Echo 
Dale was only 5 or 6 to 1 because of the 
press of public money, but in reality his 
odds should have been 50 or 6) to i. He 
ran like a thousand to one shot, finishing a 
dismal last. Horses of this kind are fre- 
quently entered where they have no chance 
in order to get weight off in future ccn- 
tests. 

Kindred Won 
the Feature Event. 

The feature event of the day was won by 
Kindred, whom Jockey Sheehan had 
the mount. Since Higgins went away, 
Sheehan is in a class by himself, and is by 
far the best rider on the local tracks. It 
it quite possible that Frank Bell was the 
best horse in this race, but Sheehan com- 


pletely outrode Shea. 

This is about the fourth time that Shea 
has ridden Frank Bell to defeat when it is 
nearly certain that with a more capable 
rider up he would have won. It is hard to 
understand the purpose of an owner in 
putting up a jockey that is manifestly unfit 
to ride a race of this character. - 

Shea is not so bad in an ordinary race, 
but when he ts asked to ride such a heavy- 
headed horse as Frank Bell in a handicap 
it is a different proposition altogether, 
and‘the chances of his winning are remote. 
He lacks both judgment and riding ability. 

A similar case occurred in the sixth 
race when Burlingame was asked to nilot 
Welsh Girl. This was the worst exhibition 
seen on the local tracks for a very long 
time. Burlingame did everything but fall 
off his mount, yet nobody can say that he 
did not do his best. But his best was a 
pitiful exhibition of the jockeys’ profession. 

There is not the slightest doubt that 
both Burlingame and hea are honest 
riders but they have no business having the 
mounts on horses that are logical public 
choices, because they are incapable of do- 
ing them adequate _—. Still, the gen- 
eral class of riders is so bad that it is not 
easy to find a good boy who Is disengaged. 


Bridwell Said to 
Have Lost His Cunning. 


The most disappointing race of the day 
was that of Leenja. She was honored 
being made a strong favorite and justly 
so, but she ran an unaccountably bad race. 
Onlookers said that Bridwell has lost his 
cunning, and that he is not nearly as good

Finishes First in Going 


NEW YORK, Aug. 29.—Hamburz_ Belle, 
worthy daughter of the famous Hamburg 
won the Futurity today in footing not to 
her liking, but in a race marred anly by 
her swerve near the finish. For this the 
splendid filly made ample amends by the 
‘tremendous burst of speed she showed 
when she straightened out again, carrying 
her to the wire in front. 

Her performance, the full six furlongs 
in.1:13, is the record for the race at that 
distance. From 1892 to 1901, inclusive, the 
Futurity course was 170 feet short of six 
furlongs. Savable made the record of 
1:14 last year. 

Throughout she was the speediest and 
at the end, the gamest, coming on in the 
heaviest part of the track near the rail. 
Fuller rode with perfect judgment. When 
Leonidas challenged, a sixteenth from the 
finish, Fuller struck Hamburg Belle with 
his whip and she swerved sideways six 
feet, reducing her length’s lead to noth- 
ing. The boy then dropped his whip and 
sitting down to ride, called on the beau- 
tiful filly to do her best! Nobly she re- 
sponded and spurting away, shook off her 
sturdy half brother, winning the greatest 
2-year-old prize of the world by a head, 


Leonidas Also Ran 


a Grand Race. 


No shame rests on little Leonidas be- 
cause of his defeat. Giving his sister six 
pounds more than her sex allowance, he 
raced from post to finish like the splendid 
thoroughbred he is. The Minute Man of 
John E. Madden's entry. was 3t lengths te- 
hind JLeonidas. His placing among the 
first_three was lucky. 

William C. Whitney saw a daughter and 
a son of his great racehorse. Hamburg, 
run first and second. and that contented 
him with the loss of the first place. 

The day’s racing concluded with the 
most sensational episode of the eestern 
turf season. The barrier failed to rise and 
the four starters dashed through it. Col- 
legian caught im the cords, was thrown, 
and Black Hussar was left at the post. 
Flying Ship, the 9 to 20 favorite, won, far 
ahead of Swamplands. 

Surging about the judge’s stand an im- 
miense throng shouted “no race, no race,” 
and hissed and jeered when the nun.oers 
were run up. The chief of the Jockey 
Club’s police force went among the ex- 
cited men. 

“Stop shouting ‘no race’"’ he said loudly 
to those near him. At this the crowd 
shouted ‘“‘croak, crook,’ and one man hissed 
in the face of the chief, who ordered a 
policeman to arrest him ‘“‘for inciting 4 
riot." Strategy may have prompted the 
move, for when the bluecoat marched the 
offender away 500 rebellious men followed 
them, making a ‘great uproar. The police- 
man took the hisser to the gate and freed 
him. 

Meantime the angriest of the disappointed 
bettors had been drawn away from the 
judges’ stand and the ‘red block” went 
everybody went home. 


Rain for Two 


Days Before Race. 

Rain for two days preceded Futurity 
Day and the early light drizzle turned 
to fine, stinging rain just before the great 
race. The stiff wind blew down the Fu- 
turity course and helped Grenade, winner 
of the second race, to make the remark- 
able time of 1:0 3-5 over the heavy track 
for 5% furlongs. This time was doubted 
when first hung up, but on its confirmation 
trainers who had wavered at sight of the 
mud decided that the track was safe and 
Hamburg Belle’s appearance became a cer- 
tainty. Dovecote was withdrawn éarly, 
and the chalk soon went through the name 
of Beldame, leaving the Belmont stable no 
representative in the Futurity. Madden 
scratched Gettysburg and added Ancestor; 
S. P. White added Rain or Shine. ‘This 
left 18 to face the starter. 

It was drizzling so hard when ihe horses 
reached the start up the Futurity chute 
that they were almost invisible from the 
grandstand. After twelve minutes’ delay 
the big field got away in excellent align- 
ment. 

Delhi seemed quickest, with Hamburg 
Belle, Leonidas, Little Em and The Minute 
Man ranged alongside and all in the cen- 
ter of the track. These, except Delhi, 
soon were clear and Fuller was on even 
terms with the foremost. He held Ham- 
burg Belle in restraint through the dip 
where the going was softer, but when he 
reached the hard ground just before the 
elbow he let her down a bit and her head 
showed in front as the leader wheeled into 
the stretch. Delhi went back quickly, but 
the despised Lady Amelia had joined the 
front ranks. Hamburg Belle and Leonidas 
alone were prominent when the stretch was 
reached. Little Em had hung on well, 
but Broomstick was far out of it, his 
stablemate, Audience, running far better.

Paasing the eighth pole it was Hamburg 
Belle by a length, Leonidas a half length, 
little Em a head and the Minute Man. 
Rut Hamburg Belle was tripping along 
easily and as Leonidas, responding to Red- 
fern’s desperate riding. forced her faster 
and faster. the two sped away from the 
others. Leonidas drew up on the filly. both 
in the center of the track and the best go- 
ing. a sixteenth from home, Hamburg 
Belle on the inside and atill a length itn 
the lead. Fuller saw the little fellow’s 
head bobbing closer and closer and, draw- 
ing his whip, cut the filly smartly on the 
flank. She shrank away from the blow, 
evidently disconcerted, but not In coward- 
ice. Her spring sideways carried her into 
the deep mud near the rall, and when Ful- 
ler saw his error and set to work in a 
flash with hands and heels to mend it the 

nse was magnificent. Hamburg Belle 
straightened out like a greyhound and shot 
through the mud toward the near goal. In 
a second she was going faster than Leon- 
idas and in a moment more she was home 
first winner and greatest turf heroine of 
190%.

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POWERS SMILED AT 
THE DEATH VERDICT 


“Not Guilty, Judge.”” He Said When 
Asked if He Wished to 
Speak. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

GDORGETOWN, Ky., Aug. 2.—Caled 
Powers was found guilty of conspiring to 
assassinate Gov. W ilam Goebel here this 
morning and his penalty fixed at death. 

Judge Joseph E. Robbins of Mayfield, Ky.., 
passed sentence upon Powers, ordering him 
remanded to jail and kept there to be de- 
livered to the sheriff of Scott County on 
Nov. % to be hanged. 

Powers, when asked what he had to say 
to the charge, replied: ‘‘Not guilty, Judge.’’ 

“If that be true."’ said the judge, ‘‘this 
is a terrible calamity. The jury has seen 
fit to find you guilty and fix your punish- 
ment at death.’’ 

Powers was unmoved and a smile played 
upon his face. Weeping women and men 
crowded about him. shaking his hand, but 
he smiled and told them not to weep. The 
jury got the case last night and considered 
its verdict one hour, when it was ordered 
to retire for the night. All were agreed 
as to the guilt of Powers, but some con- 
tended that he should be given a life sen- 
tence. 


These, however, came over and the ver- 
dict was unanimous. 

Powers’ attorneys entered a motion for 
a new trial and this was overruled. They 
then gave notice of an appeal to the higher 
court. If the higher court refuses a new 
trial, the federal court of the United Gtates 
will be appealed to on the ground that the 
jury convicting Powers was packed in vio- 
ation of the constitution. he jury was 
selected from Bourbon County and con- 
sisted of Democrats.

That strangely brilliant and daring young woman, Mary MacLane of Butte, Mont., 
bas written another book. 7 

Not two years ago she burst upon the world with “Mary MacLane’s Book.” 
which it truly was, for she personally conducted herself through the whole of it. 

Mary MacLane was born in Canada of Scotch-French parents, removed to Mon- 
tana, was graduated from the Butte High School, and at the age of 19 wrote the 
book that made her famous. 

In her second book just issued by Herbert S. Stone & Co., Chicago, Mary MacLane 
shows the changes that have been wrought in her by time, success and travel. She 
is far less radical than she was. She has ceased to worship the devil. 

The new book is called “My Friend Annabel Lee,” but it is just Mary MacLane, 
who discourses cleverly and brilliantly upon anything that appears to her, mostly 
sentimental, and throws in a story or two for instance. 

The publishers regard “My Friend Annabel Lee” as really a serious effort, which, 
at least by comparison, it is. The young woman’s horizon has been widened by her 
- long visit to New York and the East. Her whole viewpoint has changed. Her pose 
is different, and.the cocksure wisdom of 19 has been supplanted by the uncertainty 
of two years more of experience. 

It seems quite probable that Mary MacLane has fallen in love, else she would 
not write so much about it and so well. 

In “Annabel Lee” there is not a single mention of the Anemone lady, who was 
Miss Frances Corbin, Mary MacLane’s former teacher, but in her place is an Amaranth 
lady, Miss Lucy Gray Monroe of Chicago, a sister of Miss Harriet Monroe, a reader for 
H. 8. Stone & Co., who was largely responsible for the first MacLane book getting 
into print. The new volume is dedicated to Miss Monroe with these words: 

“To Lucy Gray in Chicago this book and our pale lavender flower of Am- 
aranth.” 

And the very last thing in the book is a]most as fanciful: 

“My friend, Annabel Lee, with your strong brave little heart and your two strong 
little hands yuu were with me in my weary bitter uays. You were brave enough for 
two. It is to you from me that a message will go from out of silences and over 
frozen hills in the years that are coming.” 

But Mary MacLane has grown almost sane and conservative, without losing the 
picturesqueness of her style nor its affectedness, and the dull spots are fewer. But 
it is very strange, a disconnected series of specufations illumined with lightning 
flashes.

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The news that Consul Magelssen was not assassinated 
puts a different face'on the Beirut incident. The exact facts 
of the attempt ‘upon his life are not known, but the Turkish 
government seems to be acting in good faith and to be seek- 
ing honestly to. obtain the facts. President Roosevelt has 
received a lesson on the danger of impulsive precipitancy. In 
the light of the facts his action is an error. A great nation 
like the United States can vindicate itd honor and prestige 
without resorting to expedients of recklessness. Had Mr. 
Roosevelt? waited for his second thought he would not have 
exposed himself to censure and his country to the unfavorable 
wonder of the world.

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TO RESTRAIN THE TERMINAL COMBINE. 

Another important legal step has been taken.in the strug: 
gle to free St. Louis from the grasp of the terminal monopoly 
in the quo warranto proceedings instituted in the Missouri 
Supreme Court by Attorney-General Crow to annul the char- 
ters of the St. Louis Merchants’ Bridge Terminal Railway 
Co., the Wiggins Ferry Co. and the St. Louis Terminal As- 
sociation. 

The suit is based upon section 17, article 12 of the state 
constitution, which prohibits any railroad from consolidating

with, purchasing, leasing or controlling a parallel or competing 
line. 

Attorney-General Crow charges a conspiracy on the part of 
the railroads centering in St. Louis to control the arteries 
of trade throughout the Mississippi valley. Under the author- 
ity of the state constitution, he demands the trial of the issues 
before a jury. 

The petition is comprehensive in character and will necessi- 
tate the taking of testimony from officials of all the bridge 
and terminal companies controlled by the Terminal Railroad 
Association. Regardless of the outcome, it should bring out 
full and clear information as to the relations existing between 
the various properties under the control of the Terminal Rail- 
road Association, and the effect of the combine of these prop- 
erties on trade and commerce in St. Louis and other points 
affected by the combine. 

The question at issue in this suit, as in the proceedings of 
the war department against the Merchants’ Bridge, concerns 
the enforcement of the law. Has the law been violated in the 
formation of the terminal pool? 

The laws of Congress and the laws of the state against 
trusts andecombines express the opinion of the people that 
they are dangerous and the will of the people to prevent or 
restrain them. 

Both the state’s suit and the war department’s action are 
the direct result of the Post-Dispatch’s vigorous campaign tu 
free St. Louis from the damaging effect of the monopvl)’s 
burdens imposed by the terminal combine. The Post-Dispatchi's 
work has embraced the publication of the facts and the di- 
recting of the attemtion of the authorities to the apparent vio- 
lations of the law. 

One other step may be taken in this struggle. A suit mav 
be brought by the department of justice under the federal 
anti-trust law. With both the federal and the state officials 
moving to the enforcement of the laws, St. Louis should find 
relief’ from the bridge and terminal combine, which has for 


so many years throttled her commerce.

TALES OF THE POPES. 


New popes are sometimes influenced by 
incidents of their boyhood in selecting the 
titles by which they desire to be known: 
Thus Leo XIII, when in his teens, present- 
ed an address to Leo XII, and the event 
SO stamped itself upon his memory that it 
determined his choice of a title when he 
was.called to the chair of St. Peter. Some 
similar recollection, it is likely enough, 
Suggested the decision of Cardinal Sarto, 
and not, as has been too readily assumed, 
a desire to give an indication of his pred- 
lection for the policy of Pius IX. Between 
the last pontiff who bore the name of Pius 
and the present one there is a striking re- 
semblance musically, for Pius IX was also 
a proficient player on the plano and or- 
gan pand&>passessed an excellent barytone 
voice. His singing of mass was a musical 
treat, but he suffered agonies while his 
intimate friend Cardinal Mann'‘ng was sim- 
llarly engaged. “No Englishman can sing 
mass decently,’’ was his criticism on one 
of these occasions. 


Two of the nine predecessors of the new 
Pope who assumed the title of Pius are 
“record” holders. Pius II is the only pon- 
tiff who published a novel and a drama, 
and Pius IX ts credited with the longest 
reign—from 1846 to 1878. Of FPuus I, who 
reigned in the middle of the second cen- 
tury, hardly anything is definitely known, 
but of Pius IIl—playwright, novelist, poet, 
diplomatist and munificent patron of art- 
ists, architects, painters and sculptors— 
there is an abundance of knowledge, for 
he fills 24 pages in the catalogue of the 
British museum and among his many 
works is his own biography. A curiosity 
in connection with Pius II is that one of 
his works, the “History of Bohemia.” has 
been placed in the Vatican index of pro- 
hibited books for its too favorable appre- 
clation of John Huss, the reformer. 


Preaching is greatly favored by the new 
Pope, and his sermons in St. Mark’s have 
been a notable feature of his work in Ven- 
ice. But as supreme pontiff Pius X is tra- 
ditionally debarred from occupying the 
pulpit. In the last four centuries only 
one sermon has been preached by a pope. 
and then merely as a stop-gap. It was Pius, 
IX who thus defied precedent. On Jan. 
13, 1847, Padre Ventura, an eloquent friar, 
was ta preach at the Church of Santa An- 
drea, where a large congregation assem- 
bled. But the preacher did not appear. 
and the péople were about to go away 
disappointed when the belfry rang out and 
the pope enteréd the church. To _ the 
amazement of all he proceeded to the pul- 
pit and delivered a sermon which was. pre- 
nounced “a simple, plain, good discourse,’

DECADENCE OF THE CHAUTAU- 
. QUA. 
From the Washington Post. 

Reports from the scores of Chautauqua 
associations throughout the country indi- 
cate that the managers of these institu- 
tions have wandered very far from the 
pians adopted by the men who founded 
the method of advancing and encouraging 
educational work through these summer 
meetings. When the Chautauqua movement 
was young, men of learning, ministers, pro- 
fespurs, scientists and specialists in differ- 
ent lines of thought and research figured 
in the programs for the summer meetings. 
Well-defined courses of study were adopt- 
ed for teachers who sought to combine 
recrcation with an opportunity for tmprov- 
ing thermselves in their chosen profession. 
Lines of reading were prescribed, which 
were adopted by parents in directing the 
studies of their children at home, and the 
entire influence of the Chautauqua was 
educational and elevating. Even the most 
charitable view of the reports coming 
from the Chautauquas of today cannot 
Save the conviction that the standard of the 
associations has been materially lowered, 
and that their educational features are 
being overshaduwed by the innovations 
that have been introduced under the mis- 
taken idea that patrons desire entertain- 
ment rather than instruction. 
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MUD AND THE MONOCACY. 


The old Monocacy,* terror of Chinese river 
pirates in the good old days, is to be sold 
for junk by order of the secretary of the 
navy. 

The Monocacy is a side-wheel gunboat 
that has been a familiar figure on the other 
side of the world for nearly 40 years. Just 
after the civil war she wds sent to China 
to chase river pirates and overawe natives 
with Boxer tendencies. 

In 1872 she stuck fast in the mud of the 
Yantsekiang, and there she stayed 28 
years, deserted by the government, and un- 
touched by native vandalism, until, in 
July, 1900, she was pulled out of the mud 
to be made ready for service against the 
Boxers. 

She was fitted up with platforms fore aad 
aft, and six rapid-fire guns were added to 
her ancient armament. She was laughed 
at at first by the European officers, but 
on account of her light draft was able to 
do work which could not be done by the 
foreign fleet. It was proposed to send her 
to the Philippines, but she was found un- 
seaworthy. For months she lay off Tien- 
tsin, and each spring freshet worked her 
back to the sea over the changing chan- 
nels and through the soft mud of the Peiho, 
only to drift her. way back later in the 
year, when the waters had once more de- 
termined their way. ys 

With a battery of four smoothbore and 
two rifle muzzle-loaders, the old Monocacy 
does not seem today a formidable craft. 
She was built in 1863.

We believe the conclusion of the matter 
to be this: The art of interrogation is a 
serfous branch of the social art. Well- 
asked questions are of the essence of agree- 
abd’e intercourse, but the interrogative mood 
will not justify an tmpertinence, an inter 
ference, a verbal assault—nor, for the mate 
ter of that, a bore.

Moreover, Mr. Merriam asserts that the 
movement from the country to the city, 
which assumed astonishing propurtions in 
the last two previous decades, was sur- 
prisingly checked in the last 10 years from 
1890 to 1900, which accounts for the fact 
that while more than 50 per cent of the 
people of New York, Pennsylvania, Mas- 
sachusetts, New Jersey, Rhode Island and 
Illinois live in cities of more than 4000 in- 
habitants, more than half the people of 
Missouri are still on the farm, though 
Missouri has the big cities of St. Louis, 
Kansas City and St. Joseph. 

Mr. Merriam expresses his belief that 
this slowing up in the rush to the big 
American cities may be only temporary. 
He attributes it to public facilities end 
utilities—rura] delivery, telephones, ejec- 
tric railroads, etc.—that have taken away 
from the farm much of its former isolation. 
Discussing the subject in the current num- 
ber of the Century Magasine, Mr. Merri- 
am intimates that the time is fast approacn- 
ing when the farmer will pity the city man 
and sometimes run him down with an auto- 
mobile. 

If he had the knack of using expressive 
phrases understandable of men, Mr. Mer- 
riam would have said that this is about 
all for the cities and that the country is 
coming to the bat. 

The fanfare of the flat isn’t fascinating 
the farmer as once it did. He has to be 
shown to what good end he is to come by 
leaving the farm and coming to town. It 
used to be that a boy who did not skin 
for town ag soon as he had years enough 
to earn his board, was regarded as being 
without a modicum of that quality for 
which Brutus and the rest did slay Cegar. 
That accounts for the fact that cities 
like St. Louis are full of successful men 
who were country born and country raised 
and came to the city without anything 
but gumption and grit. It also accounts 
for the less-mentioned fact that St. Louis 
and other big cities have a considerable 
element of men who were better off today 
had they stuck to the farms. 
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Tolstoi says there is but one escape from 
those sociological storms which the econo- 
mist sees ahead of the great modern city. 
That is the farm. He Hkens it to a father 
from whom the son has fied, only to re- 
turn when he has spent his patrimony. 
He calis it the unfailing source of sub- 
sistence—the only one there is. , 

No one is_so afflicted with hindsight as 
to say the big cities will not continue grow. 
ing. St. Louls is but a shadow of its 
former self. But it is not shooting into 
the air to say that the big cities can no 
longer enjoy that incoming tide which has 
made them populous at the expense of the 
contiguous country. ' 

We are living in that interesting era—to 
make a grammatical bull’s-eye and pos- 
sibly a grammatical something else—when 
the farmer woke up.

He has been a 
long time dead, but the spirit of his de- 
sire for more elbow room lives here still, 
as it always will A day may come when 
Missouri will be as crowded as Belgium, 
but in that dread day the last Missourian 
will have emigrated to a newly discovered 
country or will have died with a broken 
heart. 


The statement is sometimes heard that 
Illinois has contributed more people to the 
population of St. Louis than Missouri has 
contributed. This may or may not be true. 
It is certain that there has been a heavy 
exodus out of Egypt to this big city on 
the other side of the river, but whether it 
has exceeded the inflow into St. Louis 
from all parts of Missouri is a matter 
which the census director can investigate 
some day when there is no baseball game. 

Missouri was settled by the real trail 
blazers of the wilderness. They were a 
hardy, adventurous lot. The generations 
have rolled over their graves, but no mod- 
ern influence can stamp out in a century 
or so the old Missourian’s horror of being 
crowded; his delixht to hear a hound bay- 
ing afar in the wood; his love for the 
beauty of the virgin earth; his tendency to 
cut his own axe handles and to get out 
his own singletrees; his preference for 
spring water; his joy in a good, hard coun- 
try road; his habit of washing his face in 
a basin on the back porch, and that quaint 
naturalness which nobody ever saw inside 
a city Hmits. The men who settied Mis- 
souri are for the most part gone; but 
these characteristics of theirs are not whol- 
ly gone, and they will be with us yet for 
awhile. 

With the state overrun by deer hunters 
who never miss hiting something, it is the 
most natural thing in the world that the 
farmers of New York should have taken 
refuge in the citles. It is equally a mat- 
ter of course that the people of Illinois, 
finding Chicago monopolizing ‘the state 
funds, (should have rushed to Chicago, 
where they might share the benefits of the 


expenditures. Between the railroads own- 
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ing coal lands and the Standard Oi] Co. 
owning oi] lands, the city fs the only place 
left for the man who wants to own a foot 
of Pennsylvania soil. 


But the hills of Missouri—ah! Why should 
anyone forsake these? They rol] from end 
to end of the state, traversed by beautiful 
rivers. They are wooded and full of droll 
old owls. They do not belong to Rockefel- 
ler, are not overrun by city deer hunters, 
and the ctties do not control the state 
legislature. 

So why should the Missouri farmer move 
into town?

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anything but legal recptacles, with the re- 
sult that the greater portion of the garbage 
would remain uncollected,” said Dr. Simon 
to the Post-Dispatch. 

“I do not believe that statement. I think 
& great many citizens would be very ready 
to place legal receptacles in their back 
yards, and there is one plan that bas oc- 
curred to me that would result, I think, 
in almost every householder having a legal 
receptacle. 

“That plan is for the Board of Public 
Improvements or some other department of 
the municipal government to manufacture 
a legal receptacle and sell it to the nouse- 
holders. A can coming within the technical 
requirements could be made for say 75 
cents and sold for $1. Each could be 
marked ‘city receptacle’ or something Iike 
that and each one numbered and registered 
with the name of the purchaser. 

“Knowing that the hauling 
would be compelled to take garbage 
from such a receptacle, there would be 
no trouble in getting householders to 
get one. I think almost every house 
holder in the city would soon have one. 

“The numbering and registering of 
each one would oe a safeguard against 
the theft of the receptacles. 


Would Bring 
Daily Collection. 


“With such receptacles in place 
favorite excuse of the contractor ior 


not collecting the garbage would be 
taken away and the contract could 
probably be annulled if he failed in his 
daily collections. 

“Collections would be considerably 
better right now,” Dr. Simon added, ‘if 
the police would do what the garbage 
ordinances direct them to do. The or- 
dinances direct the police to report to 
the Board of Health all cases where 
garbage is not collected. 

“I have never seen one such report, 
and I want to see them or know the rea- 
son why they are not made. I do not 
think it will be sufficient for the po. 
lice even to merely report uncollected 
garbage. They ought to visit the place 
where they found the garbage a day or 
two after reporting and make an addi- 
tional report as to whether or not the 
complaint has been rectified. I have di- 
rected the secretary of the board to ask 
the police why this is not done.”

Old Rule Hurt 


Weaker Teams.

Under the new rule, it can force the scor- 
ing eleven to kick off, thus insuring, the 
weaker eleven an sapartunity to put forth 
ground-gaining strength. 

The ligesman is not a mere nonentity un- 
der the new rules. 

He is practically an assistant umpire with 
power to penalize for offenses. 

Another rule which may cut some figure 
is that changing the penalty for “holding 
from the loss of the ball to a distance pun- 
ishment. Five yards will now be the price 
of each infraction. Officials should not now 
be fearful of exercising their power to 
stop this method of fouling. It is of fre- 
quent occurrence on local elevens and 
ought to be wiped out for good. 

e ol@ rule making a tackle below the 
knees a foul is obsolete. It has been prac- 
tically dead for a year or two. 


“Low Tackler’’ 

Dangerous Factor. 

Under the new fules the abrogation of 
the rule penalizing the low tacle may cause 
some damage. 

The rule originally was made in order to 
prevent hard falls and consequent injury. 

Its enforcement was discontinued because 
the plays on the line could not be stopped 
except by low tackles. With the resort to 
open play. involvin largely lon runs, 
where the man with the ball ge 3 up 4 
good speed, the consequences of a low 
tackle may be dangerous. It is bad enough 


to be running at the rate.of 100 yards in'1!2} 


seconds and be laid low by an attack at 
the knees.

All efforts to at- 
tract outside support have been un- 
availing, and the ever wary bargain- 
hunter, mindful of the disturbance fol- 
lowing last week's manipulative move- 
ment has kept at a safe distance. His 
attitude is suggestive of the belief that 
resent prices do not represent bargain 
evel, despite the steady declines of the 
Jast 10 days. 

The monetary 
abroad is for the most part unchanged 
from conditions obtaining one week 
ago today. Europe has erected addi- 
tional barriers in protection of its gold 
supply through the continued advance 
in the price of the metal and the some- 
what harder condition of its money mar- 
ket. These measures were undertaken 
for the goo of keeping Germany, 
Egypt and orway out of the London 
market rather than through fear of 
what New York would do in the way of 
ng a metal withdrawals. Con- 
tinued selling of stocks in this market 
for London account has kept the price 
of sterling at a level, where it would be 
difficult to inaugurate a gold movement

THE WEEK’S REVIEW.

' NEW YORK, Aug. 29.—The stock market 
‘has come practically to a standstill! this 
- week and towards the latter part of the 
‘week the daily aggregate dealings have 
fallen to a lower figure than on any full 
day's trading since the summer of = 1. 
‘This is in some part due to the interest 


among members of the exchange being di- 
vided to the yacht races and to the large 
mumber of belated vacations among tlie 
qnembers. e usual summer outings have 
been prevented hitherto by the troubled 
‘state of the stock market and more than 
once there has been a hasty recall to the 
etreet to face a crisis. ‘With the comple- 
‘tion of the long proceas of liquidation anid 
the closing up of the resulting speculative 
accounts on the short side, the market 
has come to a state of stable equilibrium 
and is left to the devices of a set of small 
traders on the floor. 

Dally fluctuations which reach as much 
as a int in only a few stocks, represent 
the efforts of this element to move prices 
and the profits they reap or the losses 
they suffer are at each other's expense. 
The offerl down of prices fails to in- 
duce any fresh liquidation and met by 
sufficient su rting orders to arrest the 
decline and intimidate the bears. 

Buying of a few lots of stocks results in 
a rise of prices, but there is no outside 
demand to take them off the hands of the 
speculators and prices slip back when they 
attempt to realize profits. The news of 
the market consists of gossip and surmises 
as to what large capitalists are doing or 
intend to do in the market and the small 
amount of traders are dependent on their 
agility in operating at the expense of 
their fellow players. 

The small volume of business warrants 
the assumption that the important bank- 
ine and financial Interests are doing noth- 
ing in the market. Pending the outcome 
of the fall demands upon the money mar- 
ket. a quiet condition of the stock market 
is satisfactory to the financial and business 
world in general. In the last week of Au-

LOCAL STOCKS 
XTREMELY QUIET 


Records Were Broken for Small Sales 
and Narrow Range of 
Prices. 
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The Banking Issues Were Much Neg- 
lected, Commerce Being the 
Only Stock. Sold. 


BY ROBERT N. PEARSON. 


The week in local stocks has been 
about the dullest since the present €x- 
change has been organized. Wiiile this 
condition is anything but satisfactory to 
the brokers, and likewise to the speculative 
public In St. Louis, it has its little ray of 
sunshine in the fact that there has been 
no marked decline in the leading specu- 
lative stocks. 

What seems to be the most logical expla- 
nation of the stagnation in the market 
appears to be the attitude of the banks 
towards the purchase of stocks on mar- 
gins under existing monetary conditions. 
St. Louis bankers, not a few of them, but 
all of them, have summed up the situation 
and have decided that the interests of the 
institutions they represent can be best 
served by holding their funds where they 
can be available for the needs of mercan- 
tile borrowers who wish funds to meet the 
needs of their business. 

While this attitude on the part of the 
bankers may not be relished apt first 
thought by the speculative interests, it is 


undoubtedly better for them in the end. 
All speculation is primarily based on either 
general business prosperity or adversity 
and the local bankers seem to be, by their 
present attitude, placing themselves in the 
position of caring for the needs of the most 
important borrowers. 

he range in the traction market during 
the past week was the narrowest that is 
in the memory of the exchange. Through- 
out the week there has been but a half 
point variation in the prices on all of the 
issues. To one who keeps in touch with 
the local situation this is a decidedly bull 
argument on those stocks, as it shows that 
they are in the hands of people who are 
not forced to sell on account of stringent 
money. 

The Transit company reports largely in- 
creased earnings over last year and prom- 
ises that when the new equipment, which 
has been ordered, is received that the in- 
crease will be still more. Damaige suits J 
continue to be filed, ‘but those best poste 
say that increased earnings’ will¢“far 
more than offset the increase in loss claims. 

Monday, Tuesday and Wednesday were 
blank days for Transit sales, and Thursday 
showed but 50 shares selling at $18.50. Fri- 
day had sales at $18.25 and Saturday's price 
on a small lot showed a return to the initia! 
price. United Railways preferred showed 
about an equally narrow range, the ruling 
rice being $67 with sales of a few small 
ones as high as $67.0. Bonds were in less 
demand at from $80 to $80.23. 

In the trust company section, Missouri 
took one of its occasional spurts and 
mounted up to $129.12% to fall off again tc 
$123.50. All gossip on this stock is to the 
effect that it is making increased earnings 
and that the first of the year will find it 
among the dividend payers. Mercantile 
was a soft spot and showed a decline from 
sales early in the week at $365 to later sales 
at $350, with a dividend of 1 per cent to the 
buyer, making a net price of $49. So far 
as known, this drop Is unaccounted for. 
Lincoln went through the week at from 
$247.50 to $248, with evidences of the same 
support which has absorbed a large line 
of the stock during the past few months. 
Other trust company stocks were inactive 
and but little ‘changed. 

Bank stocks were let most severely alone 
during the week. Every indication 1s that 
these stocks are making better earnings 
than ever before, but the high prices seem 
to put them outside of the speculative 
market. Sales of 3% shares of Nationa! | 
Bank of Commerce stock at $2) comprised 
the dealings in that section for the week. 

Central Coal & Coke was the only stock | 
in the miscellaneous list which sold during 
the week. The dealings were not of large 
amount and were mainly between houses 
which are supposed to represent inside in- 
terests.

Statistical Bureau of the Department of Commerce Furnishes | 
Some Interesting Figures—A Number of Other Facts 
About Various Industries From Many Sources. 


Special to the Post-Diapatch. 

WASHINGTON, Auk. 29.—The United 
States now leads the world in the iron In- 
dustry. This is shown in a report made 
to his government by Sir A. BE. Bateman, 
president of the statistical department of 
the Board of Trade of the British empire. 
This report haa been received by the de- 
partment of commerce in Washington, an4 
is most complete in its figures and com- 
parisons. Necessarily the elaborate char- 
acter of the report has made it impossible 
to include the figures for 19%. The perioc 
covered by the report is the 12 years from 
1899 to 1901 Inclusive. 

The totai output of iron ore in the world 
in 1901 was between 85,000,000 and 90,000,000 
tons, the principal producers being the 
United States, Germany, the United King- 
dom and Spain, in the order given. These 
countries account for about three-fourths 
of the total output of the world Rus- 
sia, France, Germany. Austria-Hungary, 
Sweden and Belgium are the other iron 
and steel producing countries. While yield- 
ing the greatest amount of iron ore gTOSss, 
the United States is by no means the larg- 
est producer per capita. The per capita 
production of Sweden is .4 of a ton of iron 
ore. The per capita production of Spain 
is .43. The United States comes next, with 
37. The next in order are the United King- 
dom, with .30 of a ton per capita, and Ger- 
many with .29%. The per capita production 
of the other countries on the list is com- 
paratively small.

There has been a notable increase of 
iron ore production in the past three years 
in the United States and Sweden. All of 
the other countries show a shortage, the 
most marked decrease being in the United 
Kingdom and Germany. The figures of con- 
sumptior for each of these countries show 
that the United States, the United King- 
dom and Belgium are the countri& of large

Relative to its popu- 
lation, the weight of iron ore consumed in 
the United States is greater than in any} 
other country, the United States taking

The United States has made no important 
advance tn production until the last five 
years. In that period the progress made 
has been even more remarkable than that 
of Germany.

American Lumber 


in the Orient. 
The lumber markets of the Orient and 


the share which the United States fs likely 
to have in supplying them is a subject 


which ise now attracting the attention of 
the United States government. The bureau 
of statistics recently published a report of 
American consuls in the East, which an- 
nounces the arrival of the first cargo of 
lumber in the Chinese market brought by 
a Russian vessel from Viadivostock. This 
opened the question of future competition 
for the Oriental market between the Ameri- 
can lumber interests on the Pacific coast 
on one hand and that of the Russians in 
Siberia and on the Yalu river on the other. 
In both places enormous resources are 
awalting development. The American in- 
dustry of the Pacific coast has the ad- 
vantage of organization on a large scale 
and of a mechanical equipment unequaled 
by that of any other field in the world. 
The relative importance of foreign to 
domestic demands, so far as the Pacific 
coast is concerned, is not easily ascer- 
tained. The principal mills in the state 
of Washington. however, report that in 
a single year about 30 per cent of the 
output went to foreign markets and 70 per 
cent to fill domestic and coastwise orders. 


American Shoes 


Ahead in Germany. 
The American shoe is making strong 


headway in Germany in the matter of an- 
nuai growth in the trade, but at the 


“ime time Consul-General Mason does not 
think that importations of American govuds 
of that character occupy as important a 
place in the German trade as they should. 
The American shoe trade in Germany is 
wholly the growth of the past four vears, 
but a beginning has only been made.

Gen. Luke E. Wright Is a Great Law- 
yer, an Ex-Confederate, Likewise a 
Democrat Who Fought Bryan and 
Led the Gold Democrats of Tennes- 
see Against Free Silver Movement. 


Luke Wright, who will become civil gov- 
ernor of the Philippines when Gov. Taft 
retires to go into the cabinet as secretary 
of war, is a fighter. That's one reason 
why President Roosevelt likes him. An- 
other ig that he is a great lawyer, and, al- 
though a Democrat, is in thorough sym- 
pathy with the Republican policy of ex- 
pansion. 

President McKinley made Gen. Wright a 
Member o f the Philippine commission 
Because he needed Democratic representa- 
tion on that body. Mr. McKinley knew 
Wright as a man who had fought valorous- 


-ly against Bryan in Tennessee, leading the 


gold Democrats of that state against the 
free-silver movement. He trusted Wright 
and was aware that Wright would work in 
harmony with the Republicans on the com- 
mission. 

Although he liked Wright, the appoint- 
ment was dictated by the wonderful poli- 
tics Mr. McKinley always played.

He never misses 
an opportunity to commend him publicly, 
and especially when speaking in the South, 
he holds him up as an example of the 
high-minded, patriotic public servant. The 
peoplein Tenmessee cheered ecstatically 
when the President said in a speech in 
Memphis: 

“My mother’s brother served under Mr. 
Wright's father in the Confederate army.’ 
And at Charleston, the city that Senator 
Tillman says never has come back into the 
Union and remains unreconstructed and 
outside, there was great applause when the 
President said in the auditorium at the 
Charleston exhibition: 

“A few months ago, owing to the en- 
forced absence of the governor of the 
Philippines, it became necessary to nom- 
inate a vice-governor to take his place— 
one of the most important places in the 
government at this itme. I nomluated as 
vice-governor the ex-Confederate general. 
Luke Wright of Tennessee. It is, there- 
fore. an ex-Confederate who now stands 
as the exponent of this government and 
this people in the gagat group of islands in 
the eastern seas over which the American 
fiag floats."' 

The President was much in earnest when 
he sald this. He leaned forward on the 
platform on which he was standing and, 
With clenched fist, tried to hammer into 
the Charleston people the significance of 
Gen. Wright's appaintment. 

The Charleston people, who, by the 
Warmth of their reception to President 
Roosevelt, had been proving unfounded 
Senator Tillman's allegation that they 
never had come back into the Union. were 
visibly impressed. They were ag anthusi- 
netic about it as if Wright had been a 
South Carolinan. 


A Great Reception 
for Gen. Wright. 


When Wright came back to the United 
States after his first tour of duty In the 
Philippines there was a great public re- 
ception for him at Memphis. President 
Roosevelt came down and helped celebrate. 
He insisted that Wright should be the cen- 
tral figure. and the President kept in the 
Dackground as much as the people would 
let him. 

The President by constant referénce em- 
phasized the fact that the civil war ended 
a generation ago, and as he said, ‘‘we are 
are now one people,’’ the South took kindly 
to the idea and rejoiced with the Presiden: 
over Wright's success. 

These who know In Washington have 
never had any doubt that, soner or later. 
President Roosevelt would get Gov. Taft 
into hie cabinet. Taft is a big man. 
physically and mentally. and the President 
has wanted him for a long time. 

Taft wanted to stay in the Philippines, 
and in a way the Presigent wanted him to 
@tay. but he also wanted him in Washing- 
ton and Washington won.

CINCINNATI, \Aug. 2%.—Friends of Wil- 
liam Taft of this city, new civil governor 
of the Philippines. and the next secretary 
of war, hope that he will be President some 
day. 

If he is he will be “Bill Taft to them 
as he is “Bill’’ Taft to them now, and 
just as he has been “‘Bill’’ Taft ever since 
he was a small boy. That does not mean 
that Mr. Taft is lacking in dignity. It 
means that he is to his intimates a genial, 
kindly, lovable man—bdfg and hearty and 
a friendly friend—and all the world knows 
that while friends are common enoug., 
friendly friepds are so rare they should be 
cherished. 

Fiction writers talk about “breezy’’ men 
who come out of the West.

Jingo Spirit Pervades the Whole Na- 
tion, Even to the Coolies in : 
the Streets. 


INTENSE HATRED OF RUSSIA 


Disguised as Chinamen, They Swarm 
in Port Arthur—Muscovite Colo- 
nizing of Manchuria. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 29.—Gustavus T. Kir- 
by, a lawyer, son of Thomas E. Kirby of 
the American Art Association, has re- 
turned from u trip through the Orient. 
Mr. Kirby made some interesting obser- 
vations of the state of mind of the Jap- 
anese, the Chinese and the Russians to- 
ward one anether. 

‘Japan,’ said Mr. Kirby, “is spoiling for 
a fight. ‘The jingo spirit, the desire to 
shuw egeressive patriotism, permeates 
the atmosphere. The whole country is 
uy» on its toes. The coolies in the stree‘s 
share the feeling with the aristocrats and 
with the statesmen of the diet. They are 
in perfect fighting trim. They hav3 the 
utmost confidence in their ability io win. 
They want to prove it, and they hate Rus- 
ria It has seemed good to [ussia, ap- 
parently, to let that feeling be intensified 
by the utterances of her own high offi- 
cials. The Russian minister of war, for 
instance, has been quoted 4s voluntcering 
the comment that ‘Japan is no good.’ It 
is aather remarkable to me that the mere 
statcment coming from such a high 
source has not been enough to start wer. 

“It took no particular acuteness of ob- 
servation to see the state of mind of the 
Japanese. To shout “Long live great 
Japan.’ in the street was enough to sturt 
a hurrah and a whirlwind of a demot- 
stration. A member of the diet, talking to 


me, said, soberly and seriously, and with 
intense conviction: 


An Oriental 
_‘Spread-Eagleism.” 


‘We can lick any one nation on the 


face of the verte. 
th ‘Surely,’ I said, ‘you do not really mean 
at? 

‘l do.’ he said with some feeling. ‘I 
repeat: We can lick any one nation on tne 
face of the earth!’ nd he did mean it, 
just as he believed it, and just as 
whole nation believes it. And they can 
come pretty near doing it, too, for a time, 
at any rate.’ 

Mr. Kirby belHeves that if it were not for 
the British-Japanese offensive and defen- 
sive alliance Japan would have been at 
Russia’s throat long before now. Great 
Britain is bound to fight when Japan 
fights, and Great Britain doesn’t want any 
more war for a while; she is still sore from 
her last. How long the British restraint 
will be effective—that’s the question. 

The 20g a incentive to all this ha- 
tred, as Mr. Kirby saw thin is the Rus- 
sian possession of Port Arthur. .ne Rus- 
sians stole Port Arthur from the Japanese 
after the China-Japan war by a process of 
international agreement. Japan will never 
®be content until] she gets Port Arthur 
back. She is willing to risk her national 
existence to take Port Arthur away from 
the Russians. 


Russianizing 
Manchuria. 


Rusia has Manchuria. The Trans-Siber- 


lan railroad runs from the town of Man- 
churia, on the Siberian border, right down 
to Port Arthur. Mr. Kirby traveled over 
the line. The Russians built the ro 80 
that it mone * ~ yew of the important Man- 
chu towns. tg Bo you travel along the 
line you find a wr * succession Russian 
towns populated ost exclusively with 
Russians and with Russians farming the 
country adjacent to them for many miles 
back from the railroad. 

It may be true that Russia is going to 
withdraw her Daag ang from Manchuria 
next fall, according to her agreement; but 
she is sending her people overland by the 
thousands to sattle on the land and live on 
it and occupy it and make their homes on 
it along the line of the railroad. Siberia 
is a great country, a beautiful count 
but Manchuria is better—it is more fertile. 

*These train loads of immigrants, and 
Mr. Kirby — four or five of them, 
crammed full, every day, are not being un- 
loaded in Siberia, but in Manchuria. The 
railroad, to all intents and purposes, runs 
through Russian territory. he open door 
is all well enough; but suppose every seat 
” the house inside that open door is occu- 

led by a stolid Russian who is very com- 
ortable where he is, thank you! 

Port Arthur tmpressed Mr. Kirby very 
much, especially efter seeing the pictures 
of the place which have been published 
here. Instead of a sparse,s lement with 
a few fortifications, Mr. irby describes 
Port Arthur as a crowded and busy forti- 
fied city. The harbor fs an almost circular 
bay set into the end of the eninsula, 
which runs out to the Gulf of Pechili. It 
is big enough to hold all the Russian fleet. 
The fleet is in there now, or was when Mr. 
Kirby was there. 


“Japs” at Port 
Arthur in Disguise. 


The entrance to the bay is so narrow that 


two battleships cannot pass ‘'n abreast 
without great difficulty. «mn elt*er side of 
tt Pav are fortifications In which tremen- 
(loux'y heavy guns are mounted. Tne hay 
is -Ltrounded by hills. There are fartifi- 
Jtiions in a circle on these hills track of 
the harbor. Outside the hills again is a 
trench 15 feet deep and 30 feet wide, run- 
ning from water to water. It is appar- 
ently an impregnable fortress. so far as 
any fortress can be impregnable. 

“But.”’ says Mr. Kirby, “that doesn't 
mean that Port Arthur cannot be taken. 
Nobody knows how many Japanese there 

re inside its walls right now. Nobody 
Dy how many have been there ever 
nee Russia took possession. I was driv- 
ig about with a missionary who had been 
fo or years up in Manchuria. He pointed out 
a coolie to me. ‘Bee that Chinaman?’ he 
m; he was an paseneuy 
. ‘Bee his pi I 
would come f it you 
" he said. ‘He isn’t a Soleamen, 

e is a Jap.’ 

“The two races are so much alike that 
it is a very easy matter for a Japanese 
who has left his hair grow for a year or 
two to fake up a pigtall that is as good 
as the Chinese grow article. I haven't 
— slightest doubt that Port Arthur {ts full 
of Japanese—and what that will mean ‘in 
case of war nobody knows. It may mean 
that Port Arthur wil be blo blown any high

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‘CHIP OF MASTODON DUG UP e-* 
NEAR TOWER GROVE PARK 
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Ancient Animal Was Not as fall 
as Has Been Supposed, But His 
Bones Show He Was a Creature 
of Prodigious Power. 


NE of the most remarkable of recent pa- 
leontological discoveries was made in the 
city of St. Louis ten days ago, when a de- 

posit.of mastodon bones was found 100 yards 
south of Tower Grove Station at a depth of 40 
feet under the street. 

The city is building a big overflow sewer to con- 
nect the River des Peres and the Rock Spring 
sewer, and the mastodon bones were discovered 
by the workmen who were digging this ditch. 
Their first intimation of the presence of the de- 
posit came when their picks struck into something 
harder than dirt and still softer than rock. They 
sent fragments of the obstruction to the men up in 
the light, and it was speedily determined that the 
workmen were working through some ancient 
monster’s bones. It was subsequently discovered 
that there was a deposit of them in the street. 
The teeth remained hard and well preserved, but 
the bones were soft, and they were all ruined by 
the rude manner of their removal. 

While not all of the forty feet of earth over the 
bones is natural, it is safe to presume that upward 
of half of it was never before disturbed. This is 
scientifically the most interesting feature of the 
discovery, for it is not known that the bones of a 
mastodon have in any other instance been found 
anything like forty feet under the surface. 


Additionally, the discovery is interesting for 
the quantity of bones which seem deposited there 
doubtless comprising several skeletons, and fo 
the proof they offer that where today is the cit: 
of St. Louis was one day the range of an animat 
creation far beyond anything that could be hope 
for a modern ‘‘Zoo.’’ 


don Giganteus (Mastodon from the Greek words 

mastos, meaning nipple, and odous, meaning tooth. 
and Giganteus because he was a giant) has by many dis- 
coveries become so closely associated with Missouri that he 
can no longer arise from a Missouri grave without being in- 
stantly recognized for what he is. 

His name is almost as well-known as that of the elephant. 
There is-scarcely an adult Missourian who has not seen tne 
bones of a mastodon; and hardly a boy or girl who does not 
know that the mastodon was a great elephant once ~ainging 
in great ..rds over the Mississippi Valley, but now entirely 
extinct. 

If the mastodon were not so intimately known throughout 

-igssouri, the discovery of his bones might be attended by 
some such excitement as similar discoveries have occasioned 
in other parts of the world. In/320 B. C. the bones of one 
of these big members of the elephant family were found in 
Greece. The Greeks took the patella, and made it-out to be 
the scapula of Ajax, the giant warrior who once did so much 
bellowing before Troy. This discovery created a profound 
sensation in Greece. The Spartans discovered at Tegea the 
skeleton of a mastodon 13 feet in length, and identified them 
as the bones of Orestes; a skeleton 18 feet in lengin. found 
on the Isle of Ladea, was treasured as that of Asterius. the 
son of Ajax. In the fourth century a skeleton found at 
Tranvani, in Sicily, was made out to be the bones of Poly- 
phemus. JIn 14.0 mastodon bones found in France were 
viewed with i.e greatest excitement as the skeletons of 
friants. In the canton of Lucerne, Switzerland, in 1577, Felix 
Platen, a celebrated scholar of that day, pronounced masto- 
don bones found near the cloisters of Reyden to be those or 
a giant 19 feet in height. The people of Lucerne immediately 
adopted the image of this giant as the supporter of the city 
arms. In 1700 physicians of Wurtemburg eagerly sought 
fragments of mastodon bones, believing them efficacious in 
cases of fever and colic. Even in the eighteenth century a 
tnastodon tooth founu at Valence, Spain, was treasured as one 


T's great elephant which scientists have named Masto- 


of the teeth of St. Christopher. and in 1789 a mastoden 
femur was carried through ...e streets in a public proces- 
sion and prayer for rain. by the canons of St. Vincent, who 
declared it to be the arm of a saint. For a long time mas- 
todon bopes found in France and Italy were regarded as 
the bones of elephants ridden by Hannibal and his Carthagi- 
nian chieftains when they invaded Burope with their army. 
In 1705 the skeleton of a mastodon was discovered 30 miles 
south of Albany, New York, and one of the teeth was sent 
to Gov. Dudley of Massachusetts, one of the wise men of the 
East in that day. The governor had no hesitancy in declar- 
ing it the .ooth of a human being. The Spanish found in 
Peru bones of mastodons which they mistook for the bones 
of South American giants. 

Even after the bones of the mastodon came to be ac- 
cepted for what they really were, the creature itself was 
not much understood. For instance, Dr. Hunter, a scientist 
of early days, believed the mastodon to have been a great 
flesh eater, and Goldsmith,. accepting the theory that the big 
elephant was carnivorous, says of him in his ‘‘Animated 
Nature’: 

“As yet this formidable creature has evaded our search; 
and if, indeed, such an animal exists, it is happy for man 
that it keeps at a distance; since what ravage might not be 
expected from a creature endowed with more than the 
strength of the elephant and all the rapacity of the tiger!’’ 

These are facts which illustrate two thi:.g@s: (1) The mas- 
todon has always excited the greatest interest because of his 
great size and the discovery of his bones in almost every part 
of the world; (2) a great deal has been positively learned 
about him in the last 75 years; for now a mastodon bone

is readily identified as a mastodon bone, and there are none 
who believe it the bone of a giant, the arm of a saint, the 
drum bone of Ajax or a relic of Hannibal's army; nor does 
anyone longer believe the mastodon to have been carnivor- 
ous, who’ went seeking whom he might devour. He was a 
rrood-natured oid grass eater; a docile old Dobbin wuo never 
hurt anybody sensible enough to leave him alone. He was 
no coarse beef eater, but an epicure of the highest type, 
making his meals upon all that was tender and juicy in the 
way of tree shoots and the succulent leaves of the arcient 
wood. 

The mastodon is supposed to be the behemoth of the Book 
of Job, of which Dr. Young said: 


“Built high and wide. his solid bones surpass 
The bars of steel; his ribs are ribs of brass; 
His port majestic and his armed jaw 

Give the wide forest and the mountain law. 
Earth sinks beneath him as he moves along 
To seek the herbs and mingle with the throng.” 


The Biblical description of the behemoth does not vary 
much from the paleontologist’s description of the mastodon. 
The creature was no taller than such elephants as Jumbo, 
but he was immensely heavier, and his strength was greater 
than that of any creature that has ever walked the earth. 
He was no longer than an elephant. and was quite slender 
in the middle. His head was enormous, and his legs were 
large and powerful. It may be known that his strength must 
have greatly exceeded that of an elephant when it is known 
that a mAstodon’s tusks are sometimes nine feet long and a 
foot in diameter, while an elephant’s too.w compares with a

The u.scovery of a mastodon deposit In the city of St. Louis 
additionally strengthens the claim that Missouri was, of all 
the world, the favorite range of this great and ancient anima. 
The deposit of mastodon bones at Kimmswick, Me., 20 miles 
south of the city, is the largest known, even exoeeding that 
at the Big Bone Lick, 23 miles south of Cincinnati, in Ken- 
tucky, where the skeletons of a hundred mastodongs and 25 
mammoths have been unearthed. Dven more have been 
found at Kimmswick, and the field has been but partially 
explored. 

Among the bones in the Tower Grove ditch were found @ 
quantity of what appeared to have been the undigested 
pieces of wood and leaves in the stomachs of the monsters 
at the time of demise. These same contents of the stomach 
have been found in many places. In one instance, where the 
skeleton of a single mastodon was found, the sontents of the 
stomach were carefully preserved. They were estimated at 
five bushels.

Washington Weather Bureau Offi- 
cials Make Explanation of the 
Fortunate and Agreeable Failure 
of a Very Direful Prophecy. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 27. 
Special Correspondence of the Sunday Post-Dispatch. 
HE men of science who run the 
weather bureau and who made 
St. Louisans think of cyclone 
cellars a few days ago by pre- 
dicting that the Jamaica hur- 
ricane would sweep up the coast 
and spread over the country, 
feel that they have something to explain. They 
are now devoting much care to the telling of how 
it was that the hurricane failed to arrive as 
scheduled. 

Prelim*arily, it appears that the fine weather 
prevailing in St. Louis at the time the cyclone 
was predicted was in its way a dcfensive armor 
against the invading blasts, for it is a scientific 
fact that the cyclone avoids the region of a high 
barometer. In other words, the remarkably pleas- 
ant weather constituted a force strong enough in 
itself to neutralize in a great degree the effect 
of the hurricane, if it really had whirled. into the 
St. Louis region. This is naturally consoling, but 
it does not explain why, after having been ad- 
vertised for several portentous days, the cyclone 
vanished and was utterly lost to science as well as 
to an appreciative populace. 


The laws of storms are well enough known to enable the 
weather bureau officers to foretell what will happen if they 
have even a few facts to base deductions upon. But only 
infinite knowledge can Say what will be the next move of a 
storm if there are no data. And in the matter of the 
Jamaica hurricane, it appears, the data were insufficient. 

The weather bureau offictals declare that if they had 
had money enough to establish stations throughout the 
West Ipdies and place American observers in charge of them, 
& storm of that kind could not do what it did in Jamaica 
without due notice of its coming having been sent to the 
owners of shipping. 

The recurving of these storms is due to collision with 
areas of high barometer. High barometer means fair weath- 
er. Fair weather means a heavier coat of atmosphere. Low 
barometric pressure, or a lesser pressure of the atmosphere. 
always characterizes the areas within the influence of the 
storm. 

Ordinarily the area of high pressure is encountered in the 
gulf of Mexico. If the weatner on the mainland of North 
America is very fair the result is a sharp turn of the storm 
Out toward the Atlantic Ocean where the pressure is lower. 
This area of lesser pressure extends up alone the Atlantic 
coast often to the Bay of St. Lawrence. When that is the 
ease the hurricane goes boiling up the coast with great 
but always decreasing violence until it is lost in the cold 
regions along the coast of Greenland. 

The law on recurving is as well known at the weather 
bureau as is the statute of limitations in the postoffice 
department. But unless there are a few facts with regard 


~~ — 


to the general condition of the weather of the coast of Mex- 
ico. there is no basis for a calculation as to where the storm 
will go. Evidently in the case of the Jamaica hurricane there 
fair weather in and around Progreso, there 
have been no recurving. 

Fine weather is not to be expected in quarter at this 
season of the vear. Therefore the staid thing 
for that whirling mass of cloud and wind to have done was 
to come further north to find the buffer of high barometric 
pressure. It was this reasoning which caused the warning 
to New Yorkers that the hurricane coming. 

Of the origin of these terrfyinz, destructive storms all 
the scientists in the combined know very littie. The 
hurricanes may be more frequent when there are many spots 
if the: the data at hand do not make the 
matter of truth, there is no reputable 
scientis. wno is wilting to assert that he knows least 
thing about the effect of sun-spots on any meteorological 
phase. Sir Joseph Norman lockyear, most eminent of those 
giving special attention to sun-spots, is trying to establish

The data he has gathered do not warrant him in announc- 
ing conclusion. Opinion is that the

He says they all originate in definite regions 
of those zones. His idea of where and why they originate 
are expressed as follows: 

“The following geographical conditions generally, and in a 
more or less perfect degree, distinguish the cyclonic regions 
within the tropics: Large continents Le to the west, in- 
dented by numerous gulfs and bays whose coasts run more or 
southward, with vast and extensive seas 
commonly with numerous islands. 
rate, are the features that in a more or less 
degree concur in the cyclonic regions of the Philip- 
Isles and in the China Sea. in the seas of India. and 
also in the Southern Hemisphere in the region situated east 
of Africa. in the vicinity of the islands of Madagascar, Mau- 
ritinus, Reunion, Rodriguez, Rut of all the eyclonic re- 
gions within the intertropical zone the one which more per- 
fectly and grandly combines all these conditions is the great 
Rav of North Atlantic Ocean extend- 
ing to the Africa. and to the 
northeast as and the northern 
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aweep with renewed strength and velocity a seconc tim® 
across the Atlantic. in a northeastward direction, and enter 
Europe or be lost in the northern seas. We have, then, a 
series of cyclones which describe imiamense tracks over many 
thousands of miles with admirable regularity and normality, 
and subject to general laws. 

“This is truly surprising and astounding. I do not be- 
lieve that on the face of the globe there ts another region 
where cyclones are met with that can compare with those of 
the West Indies, or rather I should say. with those of the 
great Bay of Nortn America. Neither is there within the 
whole intertropical zone a grander bay than this one, hor 
one which offers more favorable conditions for the develop- 
ment and onward progress of gyratory storms. 

“The Bay of North America comprises, as I understand, 
that part of the Atlantic to the west of the fifty-fifth meri- 
dian (longitude west of Greenwich) from Newfoundland to 
Dutch Guiana. It is bounded on the east by the said meri- 
dian. and on the north, west and south by the coasts of 
Newfoundland, Labrador and Gulf of St. Lawrence, by the 
coasts of the Atlantic, Gulf of Mexico and Caribbean Ses 
from Yucatan to Dutch Guiana. It embraces the West 
Indies, the Caribbean Sea. the Gulf of Mexico, the Bahamas, 
the Bermudas and the gulfs of Charleston and of the St. 
Lawrence. 

“Now, it is in the southern part of this great bay, that 
is to say, in the Caribbean Sea. and in that portion of tne 
Atlantic which extends to the east of the West Indies, that 
hurricanes are formed and developed, with this peculiarity, 
that according to the position occupied by the equatorial zone 
of calms. by the Atlantic anticyclone, and consequently by 
the southern limit of the trade wind, respectively, the cy« 
clones form either more to the south, and above all more 
to the east and west. The point of origin and formation of 
the hurricane depends, therefore, on the more or less ade 
vanced season of the year. 

“Now, as the variations in the point or region where cy- 
clones originate during the hurricane seuson principally af- 
fect the positions in longitude extending across the Atlantic 
from the Cape Verde. Islands to the coasts of Honduras and 
Yucatan, and to the eastern portion of the Gulf of Mexico,

URORA HODGE, a frail, pretty 
girl-of 19, who has confessed 
that she murdered James X.

When the daughters grew up they found 
that they weren’t getting what they thought 
should be theirs by right. Their father had 
been a millionaire millowner and customs 
broker. By his will he had created a corpora- 
tion to take over the vast business which he 
left behind him after his sudden and untimely 
death. 

The girls demanded their rights. 

The trustees decided that the money should 
go to further increasing the business. William 
Kk. Thorne, the sole surviving trustee, fought 
the case bitterly. He won. The three titled 
sisters appealed. The appellate division of the 
kupreme court reversed the decision and award- 
ed the three beautiful noblewomen an addi- 
tional $4,000,000 to what they had already re- 
ceived,

The daughters contended that the applica- 
tion of additional profits to a fund was an ac- 
cumulation contrary to the spirit of the lew, 
and Judge Jenks, who wrote the opinion for 
the appeal division sustains that contention. 

He says that each of the children should 
have received one-third of the income of the 
estate at the time she was 2] years old, and 
that she is entitled to the difference between 
what she did receive and what she would have 
received had the will been sv construed. 

The difference thus taken from the working 
capital of the estate, as it is called in the 
will, and to be divided among the daughters 
of the testator amounts to $3,830,978. with in- 
terest to be added. 

Judge Jenks says there must not be charged 
against this the $1,019,732.93 expended by the 
executors for the education and support of the 
three girls prior to the time they arrived at 
the age of 25. 

Thus modified, Judge Jenks says the judg- 
ment of the referee and of the lower court 
which confirmed it is sustained, and the estate 
will henceforth be managed by a corporation, 
which will be executor in place of Mr. Thorne. 

There are many men in New York today 
who remember William T. Garner—‘“Billy,” as 
he was generally called—as the most gentle, 
the most’ lovable, charitable and long-suffering 
of men. There was nothing of suspicion or 
fault-finding in his sunny nature. He lav- 
ished money alike on his family and friends, 
took side with the weak, aided the poor and 
was often deceived b® the cunning. He lost 
his life trying to save his beloved wife. 

There were many legal complications and 
contentions over the guardianship of the three 
girls. No wonder. Wasn’t the estate worth 
$14,000,000 ? 

They were finally consigned to the care of 
Mr. Garner's sister, Mrs. Frank Lawrence. Of 
course, the little heireases, at that time 8, 
5 and 2 years old respectively, received every 
luxury and indulgence, but they missed the

mother’s care. They grew up to be beautiful 
women far, from the land where they were 
born. 

And not since the Garner girls lost both 
father and mother have they been in_ this 
country. They had been carefully reared in 
Paris, and there they elected to stay. The 
handsome town house bought by part of their 
father’s millions and the superb country villa 
and estate down on Staten Island were sold. 
There abroad each sister has had her romance 
_a romance that has brought a nobleman to 
the feet of each of the three. 

And chiefest of all was the marriage of state- 
ly Florence, most beautiful of the trio, to the 
ostracised Sir William Gordon-Cumming. 

Should she have married him? 

Should he have married her? 

The Garners emphatically answered “No!” 
to both. The social world took sides on the 
question. But even after the highest courts 
of law in all Britain had condemned the man 
she loved as a common cheat at cards, Flor- 
ence Garner married him. As one of the Gar- 
ners said at that time: 

“He stands now, as he knows, in the eyes 
of the world in which until quite recently he 
was a power, as convicted of cheating at cards. 
He should not have endured that the woman 
who plighted her troth to him when his name 
wee spotless should wed him now after the 
disclosure of the Tranby Croft seandal and 
wear it with him tarnished. 

“T],. should not have permitted her to yield 
to the generous impulse of her noble and self 
sacrificing nature. He should not have per- 
mitted her to go-with him before the altar and 
take hit name until he had triumphed over

his enemies, persecutors or whatever they 


may be; until he had a name to give her 
which was as spotless and as honored as was 
the name of Gordon-Cumming when she learned 
to know and to love him.” 

All the world knows the scandal at Tranby 
Croft, the Wilsons’ palatial country house, 
where, as guests, were the Prince of Wales 
and Sir William Gordon-Cumming, clubman, 
society leader, man of the world and hero of 
many a fight at the head of his regiment down 


among the savage tribes of the tropics which 


England has had on her hands for so many cen- 
turies. 

Sir William was aceused of cheating while 
playing baccarat there. He promptly sued for 
damages for slander, thereby hoping to clear 
his good name. The Prince of Wales was him- 
self summoned as a witness. The case went 
against Sir William. He appealed twiee, and 
both times the verdict was sustained. 

He was ruined socially and professionally. 
He was cashiered from the army, he was ex- 
pelled from his clubs. Society turned a cold 
shoulder to him where once it had lavished 
its hospitalities upen the man who had been 
the close friend of the prince and heir appar- 
ent, well thought of enough by his imperia! 
highness to be allowed to be a member of the 
house party where the prince was to be the 
guest of honor. 

But cheating at cards? 

No crime is more hideous to the fashiona- 
ble Britisher. The courts against him, he was 
dropped like a hot potato, was Sir William 
Gordon-Cumming, lion of the clubs and friend 
of Wales. He offered to Miss Garner, his 
fiancee, her freedom, 


“I love you,” was her answer, “and I| believe 
that everything they say is a lie. I have prom. 
ised to marry you, and | will.” 

At her request the wedding took place at 
once. Society did not attend. It was even 
difficult to find a clergyman who would per- 
form the simple service demanded by the laws 
of the Church of England. To act as best man 
for Sir William cost Maj. John Vesey Dawson, 
equerry to the Pririce of Wales and officer in 
the famous Coldstream Guards, his position 
in the royal household. He and Sir William 
had fought their way shoulder to shoulder 
from Korti to Khartoum, and each man 
esteemed and respected the other. 

“He could not do such a thing,” said Daw- 
son, and so by his mere act in hand- 
ing the ring for the bride of his friend he 
gave up all that an Englishman holds most 
dear—the companionship of royalty, much 
leisure and admirable billets. 

But Florence Garner gave up more. 

She went into social exile at once. With 
her husband she sought the quiet of the Gor- 
don-Cumming 40,000 acres at Altyre, Torrea, 
kigin County, Scotland. There they have lived 
in happy seclusion ever since, “the world for- 
getting and by the world forgot!” Occasion- 
ally they entertain a friend who never be- 
lieved the charges against Sir William. But 
the social life of the countryside is not for 
them. To be pleasant to the Gordon-Cum- 
mings would be to incur the displeasure of 
the King. 

But they are very, very happy—the wife is 
as devoted to her titled husband as she was on 
the day when she whispered the “Yes!” which 
made him her affianced. Three little ones have 
come te them in the lapse of years—Elmer. 
Alexander and Ronleyn. Their only diver- 
sion is an occasional visit to the continent and 
sometimes a short stay at the handsome homes 
of the other two Garner girls in Paris—the 
Marquise de Breteuil or the Comtesse von 
Moltke-Huitfeldt. 

Not so sad, but even more romantic, was the 
match between Edith Garner and Comte Leon 
von Moltke-Huitfeldt. She was traveling in 
Switzerland with her eldest sister, the Mar- 
jhuise de Breteuil and the Marquis. A moun- 
tain ascent was proposed.

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The Head-End Collision—The Newest Thrill 
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CCORDING to the Scientific Ameri- 
A ean for August, from which these 

pietures are reproduced, the newest 
thrill for the crowds is to be a real head- 
end collision with nobody hurt. The in- 
ventor is an electrical engineer, and the 
pictures are made from small models with 
which he has demonstrateed the practica- 
bility of hie deviee. Bach car carries a 
piece of track over its back, and when the
